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Extraordinary recent Conversion of a Bram- 
hunin Bengal. _ 


Dr. Carey, in one of his last letters to Mr. 
Ward, mentions the following case; ‘The 
Hindoo aseeties, it is well known, adopt a sys- 
tem of austerities known by the name of jogue, 
which are intended to produce as great a sepera- 
tion as possible between the incarcerated spirit 
and matter, as to prepare the spirit, which 
they consider an individuated portion of the 
deity, for the final renunciation of its connexion 
with matter. One class of these ascetics is 
known by the name Mownee, and these are dis- 
tinguished as having made a vow of perpetual 
silence. A brambhun of the order of Mownees, 
and who had kept this vow of silence for four 
years, while residing at the famous temple of 
the goddess Kalee, near Caleutta, has recently 
became the subject of christian conversion, | 
‘Fis man, by his dress; fhe wore several neck- 
laces made of the bones of snakes,) his rank as 
a bramhun, his vow of silence, and the sanctity 
of his appearance, commanded the homage of 
the Hindoos tasuch a degree, that he was wor- 
shipped as a god. When he passed through 
the streets of Calcutta, says Dr. Carey, the 
rich Hindoos hastened down from the roof of 
their houses, and threw themselves in a state 
of prostration in the dirt at his feet. In those 
cireumstances,—a man of the highest order in 
his country, secluded from all human society, 
in one of the most famous temples of India, 
and worshipped as a god,—who would have 
expected that such a man would have been 
brought into the christian church. If it might 
have been concluded that any man in India was 
out of the reach of the christian missionary, 
and of christian means, this surely would have 
been the man ; for, to the privacy and saered 
nature of his retreat, to the elevation of his 
rauk, and to the reverence in which he 
was held as an object of adoration, must be 
added the amazing obstacles to conversion in 
the gross fanaticism and the immeasurable 

ride of such a being. And yet a christian 
tract, in the Bengalee language, some how or 
other found its way into the hands of this man, 
who might be said to have taken up his abode 
beyond the limits of our earth; and he had no 
sooner read this traet, than by it his lips were 
opened, and “ the tongue of the dumb began to 
sing.” ‘He left the temple, and hastened to 
Calcutta, to seek further christian instruction ; 
and in a succeeding letter to Mr. Ward, Dr. 
Carey, after declaring his conviction that this 
man had beeome a true believer in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, adds, on such aday “ I expected 
to baptize the bramhun who had made a vow of 
perpetual silence.” May we not hope, that this 
man will possess talents for the christian min- 
istry, and that we shall soon hear that he is 
pursuing his studies in the Missionary Col- 
lege at Serampore? How powerful must be 
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the testimony of such @ convert, descended 
from the seat of the go d become an hum- 
ble and self-denying follower of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, or, as it would sound in Bengalee, 
“amardara Prubhoo Yeesoo Khreest.”

While the cry is daily heard, ** send us help, send us 
help,” from every station, which help is unavoidab 
denied ; must the more painful one be also 
“ Break up your stands; leave your interesting 
schools; your lately converted Indians : your cultivat- 
ed fields ; your convenient dwelliugs; every advyan- 
tage to be derived to the souls bodies of those 
savage tribes, among whom you have been so kindly 
received, and so affectionately treated ; let them again 
embrace their sa abits ; the voice of prayer and 
praise be again ch into horrid yells; the mild 
dictates of the gospel which are just beginni 
to admire, give place to the spirit of revenge, ha 
and murder.” And why allthis? Because christians, 
(or those who call themselves so) prefer their own self- 
ish gratifications to the glory of God; they say “ be 
ye warmed,” &c. but afford not the means. We hope 
that this letter will produce a conviction in the 
hearts of all who read it, of the necessity of acting. A

Mayhew, March 26, 1821, 
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My Dear Sir, 

Oa my arrival here last Saturday evening 
from Elliot, I found a letter, in your hand writ- 
ing, to brother Washburn. As he had left the 
nation, I took the liberty to open the letter, that 
I might know whether it must be forwarded, or 
whether a duplicate had been sent to the Ar- 
kansaw. If I transgressed the bounds of pro- 
priety in doing so, I hope it will not be without 
its use to the church. 

This was the first direct information I have 
had of the very great embarrassments, which 
threatens the ‘l'reasury of the Board. Judgi 
from the receipts for a few months past, an 
knowing the heavy drafts which were made on 
you for the Arkansaw mission—and that much 
money was wanted for the other missions, I 
had in part anticipated the result. But the 
blow has fallen heavier than l expected. We 
are indeed brought into diffieulty,—and know 
not what todo. We would wish to do that, 
which on the whole shall be thought best. If 
I know my own heart, I have not a single de 
sire that our mission should be supported at 
the expense of the other great benevolent ob- 
jects of the present day. 

It is most evident, that all these objects 
might be supported, if all the professed follow - 
ers of Christ would make chose exertions which 
they might make without any serions diminution 
of their property. But admitting that some 
self-denial is to be practised ;—that some 
temporal advantages are to be given up, is not 
the cause worthy of such an effort ? 

I hope the present embarrassing cireumstan- 
ces, into which we are brought, will make us 
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| better missionaries ; more economical, more 

willing to conform to any eireumstances, in 
which the providence of Ged may place us. 
And happy would it be, if Christians should 
be brought to feel, that the kingdom of Christ 
is not to be established on the ruins of Satan’s 
empire, without a struggle ; without a sacrifice; 
and that this sacrifice ought to be, and must be 
lam confident, that if the friends of mis- 
sions knew our situation, they would eheerfully 
grant that aid we so much need. Bat they 
cannot fully know it, unless they were here, 
and had a full view of the circumstances which 
we are placed in. 

So feeble has been our strength of late, and 
so completely has our time heen occupied in 
keeping along the coves Beng! labors of the 
mission, that it has not been possible for us to 
make our condition known, as it might other- 
wise have been. 

After a long and fatiguing journey, and ma- 
ny unexpected delays, a part of our helpers 
have arrived, and the others are expected 
shortly. These dear brethren and sisters have 
come with hands and hearts prepared to do any 
a » and to submit to any circumstances,

ival. At this very moment,—when every 

arm was nerved with fresh vigor for the work, 
—we learnt, that the pecuniary aid, on which 
we relied, was likely to fail ; at least, so far as 
greatly to embarras our  Itimate suceess. 
_ At Elliot we have a flourishing school of 80 
children, who are improving very fast ; and 
we should soon be in a situation to provide for 
them with much less expense than heretofore. 
At Mayhew we have ten buildings, for various 

urposes, erected, and nearly completed ; and

room, dining-room, and kitchen. We have al- 
so aboat 70 aeres of excellent land inelosed, 
and partly plo 3 aud we have made ever 
preparation, which our cireumstances woul 
admit, to commence a school in the autumn, 
with such a number of scholars as we should be 
able to — Ee Be 

During the six months » & consid 
debt has been aceumulated. Several hun 
dollars will also be needed to pay the freight of 
our supplies from New Orleans and Ohio. Tw 
or three more horses must be purchased, in or- 
der to till our plantations the e season. 
In short, this is the season when our ex- 
penses for the current year, except for the hire 
of labor, must be incurred. If we have not the 







meaus of tilling our land, we must se 
corn next year, at twice the cost of raising it. 
If we are not able to 1? Rt: aur supplies at 
New Orleans and Mobiie, at the time when 
they can be brought up the river, we must 
purchase next summer, at double the expense. 
To meet all these demands, it would seem 
necessary to draw on you for at least $2,000. 
But, under existing circumstances, all pay- 
ments, which ean be deferred, will be; and 
every kind of business, not indispensible to the 
existence of the mission, will be suspended. I 
shall not draw on you, except iu case of abso- 
lute necessity. of 
As to our own personal circumatanees, Wey 
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feel no anxiety. So farags our temporal com- 
fert is concerned, we should consider it a sweet 
relief, to leave all the buildings and improve- 
ments we have made, and to retire to some part 
of. the forest, where we could begin anew, and 
with our own hands supply our wants. But to 
the cause, in which we are engaged, we feel a 
strong attachment. 4t would be painful to see 
that property, which has been intrusted to us 
by the hand of christian charity, and which we 
have been labering for years to improve for the 
education of these ehildren—sacrifieed and 
lost, for want of a little more aid tokeep it in 
successful operation. It would rend our hearts 
to see these children sent back again to roam 
their native forests, without one friendly hand 
to guide them. Should we not give the In- 
dians reason to suspect, that we came only to 
deceive them? And that, instead of doing 
them the good we had promised, we had onl 
Sseterel"s them more of their wretehad- 
ness ? 

it must be evident, that unless we have the 
means of paying our debts, and obtaining pro- 
visions for the family, and of making such fur- 
ther preparations at Mayhew, as will enable 
us to commence a small school in the autumn, 
we cannot. retain our present standing. We 


must also make vigorous exertions to raise pro- | good foundation 


visions for both establishments. If we lose our 
present advantages, they mast be regained by | 
more vigorous efforts and additional expense, 
or the missions, in their present form at least, 
must be given up. 

Weare stil confident in the opinion, that 
when the buildings are completed, and the plan- 
tations in full cultivation, these missions may 
be supported without drawing large sums of 
money. We believe, that with the eommop 
blessing of Providence, the appropriation -of 
the natives, together with the aid, which may 
be expected from the government, and the do- 
nations iu clothing and provisions, will go far 
towards supplying our wants. We shall look 
with anxiety to the indications of Providenee, 
to know whether we shall be considered worthy 
to occupy our present station. Will the Christ-

General view of the present state of religion in 

Germany. Translated from the Magazine 

Evangelique, of September 1820, published at 

Genoa. 

. . We have already remarked, that there is, 
among the Papists of Germany, an evident tene 
dency towards reform. We add that the per- 
sons who are chiefly instrumental in effecting it 
wr be divided into four classes, viz. 

urst Crass, consists of persons of almost 
every party, engaged in propagating the scrip- 
tures, which are nuw profusely spread in alinost 
every direetion. Professor Van Ess alone has 
distributed more than 300,000 New Testaments, 
and will soon publish the Old. But he is not 
alone, priest and people concur. to promote the 
diffusion of the.saered volume, .Qwing to 
which, bibles are finding their way over most of 
the Roman Catholic States. Wittman, a priest 
at Ratisbon, has published a translation of the 
New Testament, and distributed 68,000 copies. 
Gosner, another well known priest, has distri- 
buted a still greater number. Many more have 
been distributed by other priests; and chiefly 
pat into the hands of Catholics. Professor Van 
ss has prefixed to his editions many extracts 
from the Fathers to prove that the reading of 
the scriptures is not only permitted to the peo- 
ple, but that it is as necessary for them as the 
clergy. 

Sxconp Crass, Ineludes all those, who not 
content with propagating the truth, boldly at- 
tack the error, and denounee the abuse preva- 
lent in the Romish church. ‘They say the spirit 
of true Catholicism existed iv the original de- 
crees of the church, and in the acts of the ceen- 
menical couneils. The church never sanetion- 
ed any thing but pure doctrine, ‘That infamous 
practices have crept in thro’ the venality of the 
clergy, and by the court indulging an unhal- 
lowed ambition, the grossest simony, and a se- 
eret deep-seated infidelity. The church has 
never approved the numerous abominable books 
with which she has been inundated, and which 
her priests have vended even in the holy place. 
She has never countenanced the sale of indul- 
sences ; nor that master-piece of the works of 
Belial, the inquisition ; nor taught to implore 
aid from saints. It is at Rome the ulcer exists, 
from which these corruptions flow: It is at 
Rome (say those devont Catholics.) that anti- 
christ, has chosen to dwell. 

In the course of ‘last year a book was pub- 
lished, entitled, “* The Bible, a book not design- 
ed for the priest only, but also for prinee and 
people. By a priest, who is not a Roman Cath- 
olic, but a christian Catholic.” This book, it 
appears, is sold in Vienna, and other cities, in 
which the Catholic is the reigning religion. 

We give a few extracts from this work——~ 
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‘: Good God! how many things not found in, the 
Bible, have been imposed upon us Catholics. 
Need we be aleahad. that since the time of 
Innocent Ill. the court of Rome has shown a 
marked hostility to the scriptures, and to their 
being read by the people. ‘The reason is plain, 
they contain nothing about cardinals, primates, 
&ec. nothing about indu’zeneces, pilgrimages, 
vows of the cloister. &c. &c. 

In speaking of the corruption in the court of 
Rome, the author recites a fact which consti- 
tutes a heavy charge against the present pope, 
who is esteemed one of the worthiest that ever 
filled the chair. 

“ In the council of Trent, says he, we find 
the following deeretal : Licenses for Marriage 
shall be granted gratuitously. Now, every 
pope swears not only to observe the ediets of 
the ecumenial eouncils, but also to adhere to 
the sacred canons and rules of the holy pontiffs, 
as divine and celestial mandates. Hiese you 
see what Pius VII. has sworn te. Has he been 
true to his oath ? With tears in his eyes has 
the writer of these p read the declaration 
of a vicariat, who was obliged to refyse to an 
inferior priest, licenses for marriage, which he 
himself, at the instanee of the priest, had soli- 
eited,in behalf of several poor parishioners; the 
declaration adding that the holy father at Rome 
would not grant them without the payment of 
56 crowus; an expense, which, with other 
charges would amount to more than 45 Louis, 
Three times did the vicariat urge the most 
weighty reasons for his elaim, and the poverty 
of his parishioners—all was fruitless. 
money perish with thee ! said Peter in the apos- 
tolic acts.) ‘The most holy father and his 
court persisted in their most holy inflexivility, 
and refused the licenses. And was not this an 
act of perjury, of inhumanity, of erying injas- 
tice, of tyrany / Yet flagrant as it af eould

The author speaking of the Pepe’s bull 
against bible societies, says, “ the man who has 
the audacity to denominate the spread of the 
holy seriptures a pest, stamps upon himself the 
seal of the enemy ef men, and bears upon his 
forehead hell and its deadly shades.

The latest information from Mr. Judson of 
Rangoon, is contained in his journal, forward- 
ed from Calcutta, in September last. He had 
left R..on aceount of the threatening illness of 
Mrs. J. fo obtain medical assistance. She was 
convalesceat at the last date ; and it was his 
intention to return to R. by the first opportuni- 
ty, leaving her under the care of the physician 
at Serampore. His labors have been blessed, 
notwithstanding the peculiar trials of his situ 
ation, and ten Burmans have openly professed 
their faith in Christ, though at the risk of los- 
ing property and life. The most, if not all 
of these are persons of good standing ip socie- 
ty, and considerable influence, One of them 
has been a religious teacher among his coun- 
trymen, and others discover by their conversa- 
tion a strength of mind, and maturity of judge- 
ment, which we have not often perceived in 
converts from heatheuism, Mr, J. appears to 
exercise a very laudable spirit of caution, and 
to give no encouragement to those who are not 
willing to part with all for Christ, to hope that 
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they are his. He has lately completed his 
translation of Ephesians, which is better un- 
derstood by the natives than Matthew,—his 
first attempt at translation. He proposes next 
to translate the Acts of the Apostles.—The 
government of Rangoon is not yet settled .Per- 
secution is threatened, but has not broke out. 
Mr. J. preaches and meets enquirers at his own 
house, instead of the Zayat formerly used, and 
baptizes at night, to avoid ali unnecessary 
interference with that ranéorous spirit of oppo- 
sition to truth which has manifested itself in 
the chief department of government.

A number of persons, who had long felt for 
the destitute churches in the bounds of New 
Castle Presbytery, held a meetting this even- 
ing pursuant to invitation, for the purpose of 
forming a Society to send the Gospel to those 
destitute churches, as far as practicable. The 
ene being organized by calling 2.

CONSTIIUTION. 
Art. 1. This Society shall be called “* The 
Domestic Missionary Society of Wilmington.” 
2. The-ebject of this Society shall be to em-

the Society. 

8. ‘There shall be an annual meeting of the 
Society on the first ‘Thursday evening in April, 
at which time the President or some other mem- 
ber of the society shall deliver an address. 

There shall also be quarterly meetings on 
the first Thursday tps og of July, October, 
January and April in each year. 

9. This Constitution may be altered or 
amended by a vote of two thirds ef the mem- 
bers present at any regular meeting of the 
Society. .
